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Gates for 
woods to 
be locked 
at night 

ENTRANCE gates at a 
Sandwell beauty spot are 
being locked at night fol¬ 
lowing a rise in complaints 
about anti-social behaviour. 

Police say groups are driv¬ 
ing into Warley Woods after 
dark and causing a nuisance 
by playing loud music, which 
is disturbing residents. Con¬ 
cerns have also been raised 
about people taking drugs 
at the nature reserve, which 
has prompted officers to 
take action. 

Police from the Abbey 
neighbourhood team are 
closing the vehicle gates off 
Abbey Road on some nights 
to prevent cars from access¬ 
ing the site after dark. 

It is hoped it will deter 
groups from gathering at 
the 100-acre nature reserve. 

Chairman of Warley 
Woods Community Trust 
Steve Eling said: “We’ve 
had some complaints about 
anti-social behaviour late 
into the night. It tends to be 
vehicles accessing the site. 

“The trust doesn’t rou¬ 
tinely lock the vehicle gate 
as we do not have sufficient 
volunteers to do it. There 
has been no vandalism, it’s 
more that these groups are 
causing a nuisance.” 

The trust is raising money 
to spruce up the Abbey Road 
entrance. Bosses say it is 
looking scruffy and they 
fear it may not give the best 
impression of the site.

LEISURE centres in 
Sandwell will be closed on 
Bank Holiday Monday. 

All those centres run by 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, in¬ 
cluding Haden Hill, Tipton, 
and Portway Lifestyle Cen¬ 
tre, will be closed on Mon¬ 
day, but open as normal on 
Saturday and Sunday.

BABY BOY MED IN 
MOTHER'S ARMS 


A BABY boy died in his mother’s arms 
just 14 hours after he was born be¬ 
cause he did not get enough oxygen 
during labour. 

Vicki White had been advised to stay at home 
by hospital staff despite falling ill during la¬ 
bour, an inquest heard. Lewis Booton-White 
was born around 3.45am on May 20 last year. 


The birth came after his 
mother Miss White, from 
Smethwick, was rushed by 
ambulance to Birmingham 
City Hospital’s Serenity 
Suite. But an inquest at Bir¬ 
mingham Coroner’s Court 
heard Lewis was too poorly 
for treatment and at around 
5.35pm, after he was bap¬ 
tised, he died. 

Miss White told the in¬ 
quest she had been to the 
Serenity Suite when she 
started labour, but was told 
to go home as she was only 
one centimetre dilated. But 
once at home she said she 
was bleeding and in con¬ 
stant pain. 

Lessons 

At 2.05am her mother 
called the hospital, and Miss 
White said she was told to 
stay at home. Another call 
was made at 2.30am because 
she said she felt like she was 
‘ready to give birth’. She 
was taken by ambulance to 
the suite where, just 15 min¬ 
utes after arriving, Lewis 
was born. 

An internal investigation 
at the hospital following 
Lewis’ death revealed there 
was nothing the midwife 
or others could have done 
differently. Elaine Newell, 
who led the investigation, 
told the coroner: “Clearly 
this was a very accelerated 
labour, but that’s not some¬ 
thing that can be predicted.” 

She added a number of 
lessons were learned, in-

eluding that insufficient 
documentation was re¬ 
corded during the telephone 
calls made by Miss White’s 
mother. 

Consultant obstetrician 
Dr Ramesh Ganathapy told 
the inquest both Lewis and 
placenta were small so the 
baby could not cope with 
labour. He also said that al¬ 
though scans prior to labour 
showed Lewis was growing 
as they would have expected, 
there can be discrepancies 
to a variance of 15 per cent. 
Birmingham coroner Lou¬ 
ise Hunt recorded a narra¬ 
tive verdict, with a cause of 
death of acute intrapartum 
hypoxia - a lack of oxygen 
during birth. 

After the inquest Victoria 
Blankstone, a solicitor rep¬ 
resenting Miss White, said: 
“Vicki has been left devas¬ 
tated by the death. We will 
continue to work with the 
family as they come to terms 
with this tragedy, as well as 
look to further understand 
exactly what happened 
whilst Vicki was in labour.” 

A spokesman from 
Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals Trust, 
which runs City Hospital, 
said: “We offer our sincere 
condolences. An internal in¬ 
vestigation was undertaken 
at the time and full details 
of this were provided to the 
coroner.”

Bailey on course to serve up a treat 


A POP-UP cooking course served up 
fun for youngsters at a West Brom¬ 
wich supermarket. Volunteers were 
on hand to help children learn how to 
make healthy, nutritious meals and 
snacks. 

The Farm to Fork session was or¬ 
ganised by Children’s Food Trust and 
Tesco and was one of 50 taking place 
at stores across the country. Around 
4,500 youngsters aged between five 
and 13 are expected to take part in 
the sessions running throughout the 
summer. 

The classes aim to give children the 
skills in the kitchen to cook a variety of 


meals - from couscous salad to mango 
chicken pittas and tomato pasta. They 
include practical demonstrations on 
baking bread, tasting new fruits and 
vegetables and learning about fish. 

Among those who attended the ses¬ 
sion at Tesco in West Bromwich was 
six-year-old Bailey Atterbury and his 
mother Zoe White, from Smethwick. 

Linda Cregan, of the Children’s 
Food Trust, said: “An important part 
of the Eat Happy Project is learning 
how and what to cook for a healthy 
balanced diet - a crucial life skill. 

“Helping children grow confidence 
in the kitchen and to learn more about 


healthy eating is something we’ve 
been doing for seven years through 
our national network of 5,000 school 
and community-based cooking clubs. 

“Our partnership with Tesco allows 
us to reach even more children and 
their families. We know how hands-on 
cooking sessions encourage children 
and their families to try new food.” 

The classes are part of Tesco’s Eat 
Happy Project, which includes taking 
primary school children to meet pro¬ 
ducers and suppliers. Tesco will be the 
first major retailer to remove sweets 
and chocolate from checkouts across 
all stores by January next year. 


Anslow 
to appeal 
against 
jail term 

DRUG baron John Anslow, 
once Britain’s most wanted 
man, is bidding for freedom 
after launching an appeal 
against his conviction for 
escaping from prison. 

The Tipton criminal ad¬ 
mitted conspiring to escape 
after being dramatically 
and violently sprung from 
a prison van travelling to 
court. 

He is launching a bid 
against the conviction on 
the grounds that the way 
officers later brought him 
back from Cyprus - to where 
he had fled - was unlawful. 

Anslow is also appeal¬ 
ing against his seven-year 
sentence for the crime and 
is also planning to appeal 
against a 22-year sentence 
and conviction for a drugs 
conspiracy, according to 
his father. The 33-year-old, 
who has lodged a file with 
the Court of Appeal, is cur¬ 
rently serving 29 years in 
Belmarsh Prison as a Triple 
Category A prisoner. 

His father, also John, 
said his son was ‘innocent’ 
of being involved in drug 
dealing. 

Anslow maintains that 
the way he was returned to 
the UK was unlawful - and 
that his subsequent escape 
conviction was therefore an 
abuse of process. 

A Proceeds of Crime Ap¬ 
plication hearing, has been 
postponed while the appeals 
are lodged.

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School sites' hire move backed 


A MOVE to allow schools to hire 
out their gyms, swimming pools 
and halls during the day as part of 
a package of new charges has been 
welcomed for boosting facilities for 
the community. 

Organisations would be able to 
hire school facilities during the 
school day, under the proposals 
with a package of charges across 
Sandwell. 


Hire charges for school sports 
halls and facilities in Sandwell are 
to go up by around two per cent, ac¬ 
cording to a new report. 

But Sandwell Council is also de¬ 
bated delegated powers to governors 
to allow them to hire out facilities 
during the school day under plans. 

The council says that the publish 
‘recommended’ charging rates for 
schools which go up with inflation 


each year. Officials review the rates 
on an annual basis and schools can 
have their own policies provided 
they have full governing body agree¬ 
ment. 

People are now charged a ‘sea¬ 
sonal rate’ simply for hiring the 
facility and then also by the hour. 
There will also be an increase in 
seasonal changes, payable each time 
the facilities like swimming pools 


and school halls, are used. Among 
the charges to go up are for small 
gyms which will increase from £6.57 
to £6.69 under the plans. 

Other increases include a change 
from the current rate of £13.40 for 
a five-a-side synthetic pitch up to 
£13.65. 

Councillor Philip Garrett backed 
the move, saying it is the ‘times we 
live in’ for charges to be increased. 


Group's daytrip horror 
after coach overturns

A COACH carrying dozens 
of children from the Black 
Country on a trip to the 
seaside crashed and over¬ 
turned on a motorway. 

The 25 youngsters and ac¬ 
companying adults managed 
to escape serious injury in the 
smash on the M5. Police said 53 
passengers were on board when 
the accident happened. 

Seven people - one child and six 
adults, including the driver - suf¬ 
fered minor injuries during the in¬ 
cident, which happened when their 
coach left the carriageway near 
junction 13 and ploughed into a 
ditch near Stroud, Gloucestershire. 

The vehicle, from Lye-based Pros¬ 
pect Coaches, was taking adults and 
children from Bright Futures Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre in West Bromwich 
for a day out at the seaside in West¬ 
on-super-Mare. 

Charity 

It was one of four Prospect 
Coaches - two from West Brom¬ 
wich and two from Dudley - taking 
members of the Action For Children 
charity to the Somerset resort. 

The accident happened shortly 
after 10am on Tuesday. 

The seven casualties were de¬ 
scribed as ‘walking wounded’, with 
the driver of the coach suffering a 
back injury. The child was taken to 
Bristol Children’s Hospital while 
the adults were transported to 
Southmead Hospital. 

A rest centre was set up near the 
scene before another coach firm 
brought the passengers back to 
West Bromwich. 

Frank Sproson, from Gower 
Street, Wolverhampton, was on the 
coach with his six-year-old daughter 
Scarlet when the crash happened. 
Arriving back in West Bromwich, 
the 51-year-old said: “Most people 
were dozing or sleeping when it 
happened. My only recollection is 
that there was a loud bang which 
shook me from my sleep. 

“It’s a miracle that no-one was se¬ 
riously injured. Because I was on the 
right inner aisle seat, I was dangling 
above people and I couldn’t release 
myself because I would have fallen 


on them. When we got on the coach 
this morning, we went through all 
the checks to travel down and the 
driver said we should belt up. I 
think had we not all got our seat 
belts on there probably would have 
been a lot of serious injuries.” 

Mr Sproson added: “I would very 
much like to thank the passers-by 
that stopped and the lorry drivers 
that came to the rescue.” 

Christopher Nice, a spokesman 


for the Confederation of Passen¬ 
ger Transport, said: “There was a 
mixture of children and adults on a 
seaside day-trip. They left at around 
8.30am and the coach involved in 
the crash had left West Bromwich, 
from Bright Futures Children’s 
Centre on Huntingdon Road. 

“The 57-seater coached crashed 
on the M5 near to Michael Wood 
Services.” No-one from Prospect 
Coaches was available for comment. 


A Gloucestershire Police spokesman 
said: “We were notified shortly be¬ 
fore 10am that a coach had left the 
southbound M5 motorway close to 
junction 13, had overturned and 
landed in a ditch. 

“Seven people have received 
minor injuries, not believed to be 
life threatening.” Two of the other 
Prospect Coaches travelling to 
Weston continued on, while another 
turned back to the Black Country.

DEMAND for new homes in 
the West Midlands is begin¬ 
ning to slow down, whilst 
the supply of new proper¬ 
ties coming onto the market 
has increased for the second 
consecutive month. 

The July residential mar¬ 
ket survey for the Royal 
Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors found that as a 
result of the rebalancing in 
demand and supply, house 
price growth across the re¬ 
gion appears to be moderat¬ 
ing, with a net balance of 42 
per cent more respondents 
reporting an increase in 
prices in July compared to 
56 per cent in June. 

In London, both sales and 
new buyer demand fell more 
sharply than elsewhere, 
with enquiries falling at 
their fastest rate since April 
2008 and a net balance of 
10 per cent more respond¬ 
ents reporting an increase 
in prices.The average num¬ 
ber of sales per chartered 
surveyor in the West Mid¬ 
lands, however, increased to 
28 - up from 17 at the same 
time last year - and sales ex¬ 
pectations remain positive 
across the UK at both the 
three and 12-month range. 

Prices are still projected 
to rise nationally over the 
next year and are expected 
to increase by 2.6 per cent 
on a 12-month view.

Former pub may become flats and shops 


A FORMER pub which closed down earlier 
this year could be given a new lease of life 
under plans give the three-storey building a 
near £500,000 facelift. 

The Red Fort pub had been empty since 
it shut in March, but bookmakers Paddy 
Power took over part of the building and is 
set to open a shop next month. 

Plans have been submitted to Sandwell 
Council by landlord Tony Sanghera to turn 
the first and second floor into five apart¬ 
ments. 

The plans also propose to create two busi¬ 


ness premises on the ground floor, while an 
extension will connect the old pub to the 
nearby garage buildings. 

Mr Sanghera said they would be putting 
around £300,000 into the regeneration 
of the building, while Paddy Power were 
ploughing around £180,000 into the shop. 

He said: “The main area of the pub has 
been taken over by Paddy Power but we 
would also like to create two business prem¬ 
ises on the ground floor. 

“Hopefully it will give a few people the 
chance to start up something new. We have 


already been in talks with a couple of peo¬ 
ple about them starting up a business there, 
but nothing has been signed yet. 

“We had been approached by some peo¬ 
ple to open the building again as a pub, but 
to be honest they were nowhere near the 
calibre of people we wanted to be running 
a pub.” 

Mr Sanghera said something had to be 
done to the garage buildings behind the for¬ 
mer pub. He said: “They were the stables 
for the old pub and they are in a poor state, 
they need to come down really. 


“So we thought we would create some 
apartments in the first and second floor and 
hopefully give a new business a chance in 
the area with the two spaces on the ground 
floor. 

“Paddy Power have said they were going 
to put almost £180,000 into refurbish¬ 
ing the area and we’re going to put about 
£300,000 in, so it’s almost half a million 
pounds of regeneration for the area.” 

Local councillor Linda Horton said she 
would welcome the building coming back 
into use. 


Astle family hit out at 
FA's concussion moves 


THE family of West Brom legend Jeff Astle 
have warned that new rules to protect con¬ 
cussed football players do not go far enough. 

Earlier this month the Football Association intro¬ 
duced new rules that club doctors will be allowed to 
remove players from the field if they suspect concus¬ 
sion. The Premier League has also announced that 
Tunnel doctors’ will be mandatory for all games.

There’s 
nothing in there about long¬ 
term implications, which is 
what dad had.” 

Last season Tottenham 
Hotspur goalkeeper Hugo 
Lloris was knocked uncon¬ 
scious on the field, but al¬ 
lowed to play on. 

Dawn added that it is a 
‘kick in the teeth’ that the 
FA are seemingly doing 
something after that inci¬ 
dent, which happened in 
front of the television cam¬ 
eras, but nothing was done 
for players 40 years ago. 

She said: “People say that 
the ball has changed, that 
it’s lighter, but there’s no 
research to say it’s any safer 
than the old ball, because it 
travels at a faster speed. So 
for people to assume it’s safe 
is wrong.”

Gladys in 1941 at Christ 
Church in Coseley, and had 
one son, also called Jim, who 
is 70, and has two grandchil¬ 
dren and four great-grand¬ 
children.

Visitors to region up by half 


VISITORS to the Black Country 
helped generate more than £825 
million in revenue for the local 
economy last year. 

New figures from Marketing 
Birmingham’s research arm the 
Regional Observatory and tourism 
research body, Global Tourism 
Solutions show visitor numbers 
were up by nearly 500,000 to 25.7 
million. 

The annual report which assesses 


the economic impact of visitors to 
the UK’s major cities also found 
that employment supported by 
tourism rose to more than 11,650 
full time equivalent jobs - an in¬ 
crease of 550 jobs or five per cent.

HE had to ask for leave 
from the Royal Marines to 
get married - but it was all 
worth it as Jeff and Violet 
Whittingham, who are both 
in their 90s, are now cele¬ 
brating their 70th wedding 
anniversary. 

The couple met in Brunswick 
Park in Wednesbury in 1941, 
when Violet was 17 and Jeff 
was 19. 

A year later he was called up to 
serve in the war, serving with the 
Royal Marines until 1946. But he 
managed to find time to marry Vi¬ 
olet on August 19, 1944, the day 
after her 20th birthday, at St Bart¬ 
holomew’s Church in Wednesbury. 

Mr Whittingham said: “I had to 
ask for leave just to get married. 
They were lining us up for roll call 
every day and some people were 
going off for the D-Day landings. 

“But I got lucky and I was told

that because I wasn’t needed in Eu¬ 
rope I could go home and get mar¬ 
ried.” Mr Whittingham went on to 
serve in Australia, India, Sri Lanka, 
and Singapore before returning 
home in 1946. 

During the war, Violet worked as 
a jewellery maker in Hockley, Bir¬ 
mingham, for a company called Col¬ 
lins, but after Jeff returned home, 
she left her job so they could start 
a family. 

Mr Whittingham said: “We’ve 
had a happy life together and al¬ 
ways sorted out any problems really 
quickly. 

“And now we have all the pleas¬ 
ure of our grandchildren to live for.” 

The couple, who live in Lime 
Road, Wednesbury, had three sons, 
Terry, 66, Philip, 53, and Stephen, 
who died four years ago aged 55. 

Unfortunately, the couple have 
lost touch with their two surviving 


sons, and have no idea how many 
grandchildren they may have. 

They do have one grand-daugh¬ 
ter through Stephen, who had a 
daughter, called Nicola, with his 
wife Yvonne. 

They are great-grandparents to 
Nicola’s four children; Cerys, 11, 
Dilys, nine, Malakai, seven, and 
Tate, three. 

Daughter-in-law Yvonne said: 
“When Jeff came out of the Royal 
Marines, he took up a job with 
his father who was a professional 
builder, and became a builder him¬ 
self. Violet left her job to have a 
family, and was devoted to looking 
after children, not always hers. She 
was the nanny of Lime Road, where 
they have lived for 41 years. 

“She was a keen gardener, it al¬ 
ways was and still is a beautiful 
garden. When Jeff finally hung up 
his trowel, he used to help her out 
in the garden. He also used to help 
out with some jobs building things 
for the family as well.” 


The couple were joined by friends 
and family on Saturday for a party 
to celebrate their milestone anni¬ 
versary. There is also another spe¬ 
cial milestone for Violet as she has 
just turned 90. 

Yvonne said: “We had a big party 
at St Mary’s Social Club in Wednes¬ 
bury and it was a fantastic night. 
There was lots of friends and family 
there and I think Violet was a little 
overwhelmed by it all but they both 
enjoyed it.”

Dwindling 
numbers 
see Rank 
profits fall 

MECCA Bingo’s owner The 
Rank Group saw a slide in 
profits in 2013-2014 as few¬ 
er people visited its clubs. 

The group expects to be 
helped by the halving of 
bingo duty, which was an¬ 
nounced in the Budget. 

The Mecca business suf¬ 
fered a 16 per cent slide in 
profits in the 12 months to

In the pink for Metro start to be on track

THE first of a £40 million fleet of new 
Midland Metro trams will start running 
between Wolverhampton and Birmingham 
next month it has been announced. 

The four new trams, which bosses say 
are bigger and offer a smoother, quieter 
ride than the existing models, are part of a 
20-strong fleet coming into service over the 
next few months. 

They will start operating on September 5. 

It comes as work is due to be completed 
next year on an extension of the Metro line 
through Birmingham city centre linking the 
Snow Hill and New Street stations. 


Preliminary ground works have also 
started on a second extension from New 
Street Station to Centenary Square while 
the Government earmarked more than 
£90m last month towards two further 
routes along Broad Street to Edgbaston, 
just west of Five Ways, and to the planned 
high speed rail station in the city’s Eastside 
district. 

The business case for the Wolverhampton 
Interchange project, which includes a Metro 
extension to the city’s bus and rail stations, 
was also submitted earlier this month. 

Each new tram, built by Spanish manu¬ 


facturer CAF, is a third bigger than the ex¬ 
isting 16-strong fleet of Ansaldo Trasporti 
models, carrying 210 passengers compared 
to 156. 

As the number of new trams being de¬ 
ployed increases Centro bosses say they 
will be able to step up the frequency of the 
Metro to every six minutes throughout the 
day. 

This will boost overall capacity by 40 per 
cent, easing overcrowding. At least one new 
tram is arriving each month at the Midland 
Metro depot in Wednesbury from CAF’s fac¬ 
tory in Zaragoza.

MIRANDA Hart is one of the fun¬ 
niest comedy stars of our time.

Miranda, if you’ve got any 
sense, think again. Stick to what 
you’re good at. Writing sitcoms. 
And leave the Generation Game 
where it truly belongs. To the 
past generation.

AFTER what seems like one 
of the shortest close-seasons in 
years, the football season is well 
and truly back with us.

Blie is making waves 
as our own golden girl

looks at Ellie Simmonds’ 
rise as an inspirational 
swimmer and celebrity 

SHE is the sports star who 
can’t stop winning. 

Paralympic swimmer Ellie Sim¬ 
monds first found her way into the 
nation’s hearts after winning her 
first gold medals at the Paralympics 
in Beijing aged 13. 

Then she became the poster girl of 
London 2012 when she picked up a 
medal in each of her four events. 

And along the way she has been made 
an OBE and even wowed Paul Hollywood 
and Mary Berry with her baking skills. 

More recently the now 19-year-old ex¬ 
celled herself once again winning three 
golds and silver at the European Cham¬ 
pionships in Eindhoven, in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

Ellie broke her own world record to 
win gold in the SM6 200m individual 
medley. She finished in a time of three 
minutes 4.07 seconds, beating her old 
time by 0.34 seconds. 

However, after swimming the 400m 
freestyle S6 title in five minutes 28.31 
seconds, the ever-perfectionist from 
Aldridge said that while she was ‘really 
happy’ to win gold, ‘it was a rubbish 
swim. I’m not happy with the time.’ 

Her father Steve says: “Ellie wasn’t 
happy with her time because she was 
hoping to be a little bit quicker. 

“I am very proud of her and so is her 
mum because she is constantly getting 
better and better every time she takes to 
the pool.” 

Walsall’s golden girl was the young¬ 
est British athlete at the 2008 summer 
Paralympics in Beijing and after winning 
two medals she followed the feat with 
two more golds at the 2012 Paralympics. 

Last year she was crowned star baker 
when she took part in Comic Relief’s

celebrity version of The Great British 
Bake Off. She whipped up some tasty 
chocolate orange scones to get plaudits 
from judges Mary Berry and Paul Hol¬ 
lywood, while her showstopper soldier 
cake landed her joint top spot with 
Newsnight’s Kir sty Wark. 

“She has got bags of energy and she’s 
always on the go and getting involved 
with something or other,” says Steve. 

“At the minute she is keeping her¬ 
self busy training because she gets her 
A-Level results next week and she is a 
little nervous about them.” 


The paralympian is currently stud¬ 
ying psychology at Loughborough Col¬ 
lege and wants to continue with her 
studies next year. She moved to Leices¬ 
ter from Swansea and began training 
with new coach Steve Bailey a year ago. 

Her father says: “She has been doing 
really well with Steve but I think she 
was a little apprehensive at first about 
taking part,” he says. 

“It’s great having Ellie in Loughbor¬ 
ough because it is only down the road. 

“She is a real homebody and enjoys 
spending time with her family. ” She 


has also enlisted the help of comedian 
David Walliams for a campaign to get 
people swimming next month. She fea¬ 
tures in a video giving her own swim¬ 
ming tips for SwimBritain. 

The initiative invites people to take 
part in a four-person relay where each 
team member swims 250m four times 
around a specially-designed course. 

Walliams, who famously swam the 
River Thames for charity, has created 
a video with Ellie to talk about their 
shared love for swimming. 

In the video Ellie says the greatest 
moment in her sporting career was 
going to Beijing and taking part in the 
2012 London Paralympics. “To take 
the gold and hear the roar, it was a real 
buzz,” she says. 

After the European Championships 
she will begin training for the World 
Championships, which will be held in 
Glasgow next year. 

Disappointed 

She was forced to watch this year’s 
Commonwealth Games from the side¬ 
lines as the competition did not have a 
swimming category for her. Her father 
says: “Ellie wasn’t able to compete at 
the Commonwealth Games because it 
isn’t like the Olympics in that it doesn’t 
have her class of swimming. 

“She was a little bit disappointed, but 
the European Championships were what 
she wanted to focus on more and next 
year she has got the World Champion¬ 
ships in Glasgow which she is looking 
forward to. After that she will be think¬ 
ing about Rio and qualifying for the 
Olympics there.” 

In 2011, the swimmer was awarded 
an OBE for services to Paralympic sport 
and in 2012 a golden postbox was un¬ 
veiled in her home town of Aldridge. 

Royal Mail painted the former red 
postbox in High Street. Mr Simmonds 
says: “Ellie loves the post box and still 
visits it and tells us that whenever we 
have letters to post we must only use 
that box.”

UKIP’S Bill Etheridge learned a 
rather valuable lesson last week 
about public speaking - that it’s 
generally a bad idea to say any¬ 
thing that could be construed as 
positive about Adolf Hitler. 

Ironically, it was a seminar on 
effective public speaking that 
saw his comments rounded on 
by his party’s critics. 

Why the West Midlands MEP 
decided it would be a good idea 
to even bring up the Nazi leader 
at all, let alone suggest budding 
politicians look at his speaking 
style, only he can say. 

And I’ve never known any 
modern politician win a seat by 
walking up and down during a 
speech and fixing the audience 
with his or her stare the way Mr 
Etheridge was said to have de¬ 
scribed Hitler. 

Far from being ‘desperate’ for 
politicians to start talking, as Mr 
Etheridge says those who lis¬ 
tened to Hitler were, these days 
people are more likely to stand 
up and walk out or worse. 

No-one hangs on David Cam¬ 
eron or Ed Miliband’s words. 
Every time they tweet anything 
the first response is usually from 
someone calling them, respec¬ 
tively, Dishface and Beaker. 

But has this damaged UKIP? 
Not particularly, if online reaction 
is anything to go by.Those who 
were against UKIP remained res¬ 
olute on that, taking this story as 
further evidence that they do not 
deserve a seat in the Commons. 

Yet those who were already 
part of the so-called ‘earth¬ 
quake’ of the European and 
council elections in May were 
content with Mr Etheridge’s side 
of the story and rallied round to 
condemn the Mail on Sunday for 
its coverage. 

Every Black Country council is 
now under the control of Labour. 
Walsall’s Tories were forced 
from power in a special meeting 
called after a by-election gave 
Labour back the 30 seats it was 
on after May’s local elections. 

The death after those elec¬ 
tions of leader Tim Oliver left La¬ 
bour on 29 and meant a rainbow 
alliance - albeit a rainbow miss¬ 
ing any shades of red - of Tories, 
Lib Dems, UKIP and independ¬ 
ence voted for the status quo. 

Labour ended up paying to fly 
three of its councillors back from 
their summer holidays for the 
crucial vote. 

Politically, it might not be the 
worst thing for the Tories. They 
would have continued to get 
stick for staying in control after 
being reduced to just over a third 
of the seats. 

And now they get to campaign 
for the next election against an 
incumbent Labour party that 
won’t yet have got its feet under 
the table. At least, that’s what I’d 
say if I were the Conservatives 
and putting a brave face on it. 

Labour has the advantage of 
being both incumbent locally 
and in opposition in Westmin¬ 
ster. And that’s certainly done 
it no harm in Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell and Dudley these past 
few years.

HAVING watched some of Scotland’s 
independence debate on TV it occurs 
to me that Alex Salmond has set him¬ 
self up for a knockout blow.

On another matter, Mr Salmond 
bemoans Scotland being dictated to 
by a Tory government, but if his SNP 
had not taken votes from Labour and 
Liberals, in the General Election, the 
Tories might not be in such a strong 
position now. ‘Slippery Salmond’ has a 
lot to answer for.

Legions of tributes due for D-Day 
hero Samuel as he is laid to rest 


HE was a modest veteran of the 
Second World War who spoke 
very little of his experiences. 

And Samuel Ralph Walker will be 
getting a fitting tribute as members of 
his Royal British Legion branch hold a 
guard of honour at his funeral taking 
place today. 

Mr Walker, who died on July 31 aged 90, 
is being laid to rest at St Mark’s Church 
in Tipton, starting at 2pm, on what would 
have been his 66th wedding anniversary, 

Private Walker served with the South 
Staffordshire Regiment during the global 
conflict after being called up at the age of 
19, and is thought to have landed in Nor¬ 
mandy around three days after D-Day. 

But his widow Melva, 87, from Bagnall 
Street, Tipton, can only speak briefly on his 
role in the war, as he kept his experiences 
mainly to himself. She said: “I know when

they liberated Holland he went through 
there, and the people were kissing him and 
all sorts, they were that happy. 

“When he went over to Normandy he 
was in the landings but he didn’t go with 
the first lot, I think he went on about the 
third or fourth day. He never really bragged 
about what he did.” 

Mrs Walker, who put together detona¬ 
tors during the war, believes that for a time 
when her husband first started he was a 
‘batman’ - someone assigned to an officer 
as a personal servant or bodyguard. 

She added: “From the photographs I’ve 
seen I could see that he was on a tank, 
he didn’t drive it but he was on the guns. 
He never talked about it that much, but I 
couldn’t tell you why. Right up until he died 
he could always tell you what his service 
number was - 14228345.” 


Mr Walker served until 1948 and in the 
same year married his sweetheart, who he 
had met during wartime because their sib¬ 
lings, Melva’s sister Lily and his brother 
Bill, were also married. 

Whenever he was out on leave, he would 
visit his brother and sister-in-law and got to 
know Melva, first becoming friends before 
they started courting. They were married 
at St Matthew’s Church in Tipton. 

As a bricklayer, Mr Walker worked with 
MEB for 30 years, and retired just before he 
reached 65. Mrs Walker continued to work 
on factory lines, spending the majority of 
her time at Palethorpes sausage makers be¬ 
fore they moved out of Tipton. 

During their retirement the couple would 
enjoy holidays together and travelled to 
northern Europe and Germany, but have 
never been on a plane. 

Mr Walker was born on Christmas Day, 
one of six children, and in his early years 
lived on Tame Road in Tipton. He died last 


month after battling a condition called cer¬ 
vical myelopathy for the past three years, 
a degenerative condition which pinches the 
spinal cord. 

It is expected that St Mark’s will be full 
today, and members of the Tipton branch 
of The Royal British Legion, where he was 
a member, will be providing standard bear¬ 
ers. Mrs Walker said: “Everyone loved him, 
and everyone down the street knew him.” 

Friend Hilary Brown first met Mr Walker 
when he joined a Veterans Club that she 
founded at ACE Academy in Tipton in 
around 2004. They attended the D-Day 
commemorations in Normandy together in 
2005 and again in 2009, but unfortunately 
Mr Walker was too ill to attend the 70th 
anniversary this year. Mrs Brown is now 
helping Mrs Walker to apply for the Legion 
d’Honneur in her husband’s name, which is 
being handed out to veterans of the D-Day 
landings by the French government, al¬ 
though the process could take up to a year.

UNEMPLOYMENT in the West 
Midlands fell by 3,000 to 210,000 
between April and June , as job 
queues shrank across the region. 

Nationwide unemployment was 
down 132,000 to 2.08 million, and 
Prime Minister David Cameron tweet¬ 
ed: “Very good news on employment: 
two million new private sector jobs 
since 2010, and a record fall in unem¬ 
ployment.” 

He added: “Youth unemployment has 
also fallen by 206,000 over past year - the 
largest drop since records began. Our long¬ 
term economic plan is working.” 

Meanwhile, the number of people claim¬ 
ing Jobseeker’s Allowance in the UK is on 
course to dip below a million for the first 
time in six years. 

Across the West Midlands the claimant 
count has been brought down by 42,952 
over the last year to 107,043 in July. 

Population 

Across the Black Country boroughs 
of Wolverhampton, Walsall, Dudley and 
Sandwell, the number of people claim¬ 
ing jobseeker’s allowance was 32,061 last 
month, down by more than 800 on June’s 
total. 

At Wolverhampton JobCentre, engage¬ 
ment manager Cathy Taylor said: “This 
is the most positive time we have seen for 
recruitment since 2008.” 

In Wolverhampton the number of people 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance in July was 
down by 184 to 9,117, or 5.7 per cent of the 
city’s population - still more than double 
the average UK claimant rate of 2.4 per 
cent. In Walsall the claimant count was 
down by 251 to 6,769, or four per cent. 

In Dudley the count fell 163 to 6,964, or 
3.6 per cent, while in neighbouring Wyre 
Forest and Kidderminster it was down by 
79 to 1,216. 

In Sandwell it was down by 229 to 9,211, 
or 4.7 per cent, while in Birmingham it fell 
463 to 35,901, or 5.1 per cent. 

Ninder Johal, president of the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, said: 
“This is very encouraging news. I am tak¬ 
ing the latest statistics as a signal that at 
last growth is leading to more jobs.”

Triathlete misses birth 
to cross the finish line

IT is the miracle of life - a mo¬ 
ment witnessed daily across 
the world. 

But one fitness fanatic missed 
the birth of his baby daughter, be¬ 
cause he was taking part in one of 
the country’s toughest triathlons. 

Bharat Rai, from Berkshire Crescent 
in Wednesbury, had always wanted to 
do an event like the Outlaw Triathlon 
in Nottingham, which involves a 2.4- 
mile swim and a 112-mile bike ride, 
finished off by a marathon. 

Bharat, aged 37, and an engineer, 
said: “When my wife found out she 
was pregnant I had committed to the 
event. 

“The doctors gave the due date and 
we found out it was four days after 
the triathlon, on July 31. We had a sit 
down and a chat, considering that it 
might all happen on the one day, so we 
had to put a plan B and C in place. 

“Seema understood all the training 
I had put in already, and she said she 
would get her mum and sister in to fill 
in for me if it happened while I was 
away. And of course that’s what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Hospital 

Two days ahead of the event Bharat 
had packed his bags and was getting 
ready for an early night. But shortly 
after getting in to bed Seema told him 
her waters had broken.They headed to 
hospital, where doctors told them to go 
home as the baby was not ready. After 
a few hours’ sleep Bharat headed up to 
Nottingham to register. 

He said: “I got back to my hotel 
room to get some sleep as the event 
started at 6am, but I couldn’t really 
sleep. Then she phoned me at 10.50pm 
saying she had given birth to a lovely 
baby girl. I was ecstatic and couldn’t 
get to sleep for quite a while, even 
though I had to be up at 3am.I was 
considering driving back home to see 


the baby, but I realised I wouldn’t get 
any sleep at all.” 

He added: “I knew I was going 
to hit the wall at some point and I 
needed something to get me through. 
So Seema sent me a photo. Nirvana 
looked beautiful. I kept that in my 
head, and during the cycle ride when I 
really started to struggle, my legs were 
like jelly, that picture kept me going.” 

He eventually made it around the 
course in 14 hours and 28 minutes, 
and his other two children, eight-year- 


old Aryan and Aaliya, six, were there 
to run him across the line, as well as 
his niece Alyssia, aged three. 

He met his daughter for the first 
time the day after the event on July 
27. 

Seema added: “A few of my relatives 
were saying I couldn’t let him miss the 
birth, but I’ve seen the hard work that 
he’s put in. And with his training and 
what the kids had missed out on with 
him while he was doing that, I wasn’t 
going to let him put all that to waste.”

Jail for axe threat raiders 


THREE robbers have been 
jailed for a string of terrifying 
raids on victims, including a 
boy of nine who had an axe 
held over his head. 

Gavin Hunt and brothers Christo¬ 
pher and Jamie Dixon targeted homes 
and businesses across the region. The 
robberies included a raid on a house 
in Newton Road, Great Barr, on Jan¬ 
uary 12, 2013. Rajinder Auluk was at 
home with his family when two men 
smashed through his front door and 


demanded the keys for his Nissan Pul¬ 
sar GTR and Mercedes CLK. 

Mr Auluk’s nine-year-old son tried 
to hide behind the sofa, but one of 
the men grabbed him and held an axe 
above his head. The men got away in 
the Nissan, but left the Mercedes. 

Hunt, of Kelynmead Road, Tile 
Cross, Birmingham, Christopher 
Dixon of Greenfinch Road, Castle Bro¬ 
mwich, and Jamie Dixon of Auckland 
Drive, Smithswood, were sentenced 
at Birmingham Crown Court. Hunt 
admitted conspiracy to rob relating to 


seven raids. Christopher admitted con¬ 
spiracy to rob relating to six raids, and 
Jamie admitted the offence in relation 
to a raid at a home in Northampton. 

Hunt, aged 41, received two sen¬ 
tences of 12 years and 10 months, to 
run concurrently. Jamie Dixon, 32, 
was sentenced to eight years and 10 
months as a ‘dangerous offender’, 
meaning he must serve two thirds 
of his sentence before being eligible 
for parole. Christopher Dixon, 29, 
was jailed for seven years and three 
months.

NHS HEROES 

ONCE again we focus some 
of our time on the quiet 
heroes from a wide variety of 
backgrounds, doing a wide 
variety of jobs, in one of the 
Black Country’s largest NHS 
organisations - Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust.

NHS staff help when people 
are ill or injured, but as they 
are only human, who looks 
after them when they are hurt 
or unwell? Enter Dr Tamsin 
Radford who steps up to help 
the helpers. 

Tamsin, aged 37, from Bewdley, 
Worcestershire, is a medical con¬ 
sultant and Head of Occupational 
Health and Wellbeing at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust.

She explains: “I spend around half 
of my time in clinic seeing staff of this 
and other organisations, who have 
health problems relating to work.

Tamsin helps a diverse range of pa¬ 
tients with different ailments in her 
role. 

She has a wide and extensive knowl¬ 
edge of a variety of illnesses and inju¬ 
ries. 


She explained: “I see a lot of muscle 
and skeletal problems and different 
psychiatric problems, but on top of 
this I also see patients with very rare 
conditions. 

“It is hard to keep up to date with 
everything, but I know that I am not 
normally the only doctor treating a pa¬ 
tient, so there is support if I need it.” 

Tamsin enjoys all aspects of her job, 
but she particularly enjoys liaising 
with the HR team. 

She commented: “I love working 
with human resources as it is a chance 
to spend time with people outside clini¬ 
cal work and who have a different view 
on life.” 

There are still challenges ahead for 
Tamsin. 

She said: “We have recently taken 
on an extensive new contract, where 
we will deliver our excellent clinical 


service -1 am working on the detail of 
that currently - and the planning for 
this year’s flu campaign is well under¬ 
way.” 

Away from work Tamsin enjoys 
swimming and baking, as well as 
spending time with psychiatrist hus¬ 
band Steve and her four stepchildren 
Hope, Lydia, Madeline and Niall. 

She also loves to visit New Zealand 
to see her sister, and has plans to visit 
this year. 

Tamsin has two heroes who have 
inspired her. 

One is Yvette Cooper MP and the 
other is Lesley Barnett, the Trust’s 
Deputy Director of Workforce. 

She said: “I admire Yvette Cooper 
because she is a really intelligent 
strong woman and Lesley because she 
taught me everything about manage¬ 
ment.”

MP's backing over power 
line work nearing finish 


AN MP has met National Grid chiefs to wit¬ 
ness the replacement of Black Country pow¬ 
er lines and learn more about the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound investment in the network. 

For the last seven months, National Grid has been 
replacing a 5.5 mile (9km) section of the 16-mile 
(26km) power line which stretches from Bustle- 
holme in West Bromwich to Oldbury. 


West Bromwich West MP 
Adrian Bailey heard that in 
order to replace the electric¬ 
ity lines safely, the National 
Grid project team have had 
to work over people’s gar¬ 
dens, across motorways, and 
around places of worship. 

Where possible, engineers 
accessed the lines using 
cranes and scaffolding, but 
they have also had to use a 
technique called SkySafe, 
which involves an engineer 
moving across the power 
line in a cradle deploying a 
self-supporting system. 

The refurbishment pro¬ 
ject is now nearing an end, 
with some replanting of 
grassland scheduled for au¬ 
tumn 2014. 

James Dear, project engi¬ 
neer said: “It’s a priority to 
keep our electricity network 
at the top of its class. Refur¬ 
bishing these circuits was 
seen as a great challenge 
and we are delighted that 
through the investment in 
new technologies and the 
talent of our engineers we

have safely reached this key 
project milestone.” 

The project, which in¬ 
volved building a new pylon 
in Wednesbury, means that 
National Grid will not need 
to update the route for an¬ 
other 40 years. 

Mr Bailey, who went 
along to see the final stage 
of the project, said: “The 
National Grid is vital to pro¬ 
viding power for millions 
of homes and businesses 
throughout the Black Coun¬ 
try every day. Without an 
efficient power distribution 
network everyone would 
have problems. 

“I was impressed with 
the scale of this operation 
and the skilful way in which 
physical obstacles were han¬ 
dled. In addition the com¬ 
pany has worked well with 
local communities to ensure 
their support and good will 
despite inconveniences the 
work may have caused.”

Ambulance 
chiefs back 
adrenaline 
study start 


A MEDICAL trial that could see more patients 
surviving a cardiac arrest has won the back¬ 
ing of West Midlands Ambulance Service. 

Officials say while the numbers of people who suf¬ 
fer a cardiac arrest are relatively small, the survival 
rate for an episode out of hospital is just eight per 
cent. Guidelines used by all ambulance services rec¬ 
ommend giving adrenaline during resuscitation. 


But there are concerns 
the drug may cause severe 
brain damage and may not 
help overall survival at all. 

Warwick Medical School 
is leading a new trial of 
around 8,000 patients this 
autumn after concerns over 
adrenaline were raised. 

During the study ambu¬ 
lance staff in the West Mid¬ 
lands, as well as London, 
Wales, and on the south 
coast and north-east of 
England will inject roughly 
half of the the patients with 
adrenaline and the others 
with a salt solution placebo. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said the work 
could ultimately save the 
lives of ‘hundreds of pa¬ 
tients’. But there have been 
some concerns given as pa¬ 
tients taking part in the 
study will be unable to give 
consent as they will be un¬ 
conscious during treatment.

Paramedics and other 
clinical staff will also be 
unaware which patients re¬ 
ceived the placebo. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service medical direc¬ 
tor Dr Andy Carson said: 
“Cardiopulmonary resusci¬ 
tation (CPR) and defibril¬ 
lation will still be used as 
normal in the treatment of 
cardiac arrest. 

“Unfortunately, there 
have been a number of 
misunderstandings about 
the trial which have led to 
unnecessary concern for a 
number of patients. 

“It is therefore important 
to note that patients with 
other conditions requiring 
adrenaline, such as ana¬ 
phylaxis, will continue to 
receive the adrenaline that 
they need.

Andy Jeynes, the Trust’s Community Response Man¬ 
ager, said: “Anne has worked really hard to get all 14 stores 
up and running with their new defibrillators. 

“If a customer or staff member were to ever suffer a car¬ 
diac arrest, each store now has a number of staff trained to 
use the device and administer CPR. “Early CPR increases 
the chances of surviving a cardiac arrest and by having a 
defibrillator in such a busy place like ASDA it can only be 
a good thing.”

COMPENSATION and legal 
fees for police officers in¬ 
jured in the line of duty - in¬ 
cluding two bitten by dogs - 
cost the West Midlands force 
£589,000 in a year, figures 
have shown. 

There were 26 officers who 
shared £328,100 of compen¬ 
sation while legal bills for the 
cash-strapped service came to 
£260,900. 


The TaxPayers’ Alliance has ques¬ 
tioned the payouts and legal costs say¬ 
ing the police force is either not doing 
its job or paying out too quickly on 
‘spurious’ claims. 

Information published on the West 
Midlands Police website shows two 
cases of officers being injured by a dog 
bite. Their compensation was £5,100 
between them but the legal bill came 
to £35,600. Five were hurt because of 
‘slips and trips’, racking up £173,500 
of compensation and £35,500 in legal 
costs. Another five were injured in 


‘training’, costing £72,500 in legal bills 
and £100,300 in compensation. 

Lifting and handling injuries cost 
£56,200 for four officers - £20,500 in 
damages and £35,700 in legal costs. 
Defective equipment left four officers 
receiving damages of £10,700 on top of 
£24,100 of legal costs while actions of 
‘third parties’ resulted in three officers 
receiving £28,000 in compensation and 
£24,400 of costs. Three other officers’ 
injuries were classed as ‘other’ and re¬ 
sulted in £62,500 of compensation and 
£33,100 of legal bills.

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Poppies star behind 
music for film epic 



ANDREW TURTON talks to a former pop star 
turned Hollywood film composer from Pedmore 


HE is a Black Country lad 
done good but trips to 
Molineux and a pint of 
Bathams are few and far 
between nowadays for 
Clint Mansell. 

Instead the former Pop Will Eat 
Itself frontman is in demand from 
Hollywood film directors to work 
on soundtracks for their latest big 
budget epic. 

It was back in the late 1980s and 
early 1990s that he first found fame 
though. Once known for sporting 
flowing long locks, his band helped 
put the Black Country on the mu¬ 
sic map. They were part of a pop¬ 
ular music scene alongside other 
bands like The Wonder Stuff and 
Ned’s Atomic Dustbin. 

But now Clint has swapped the 
UK to LA and has forged a new 
career as a sought after composer. 

His long-standing partnership 
with director Darren Aronofsky saw 
the pair work on modern classics 
such as Requiem for a Dream, The 
Wrestler and Black Swan. The lat¬ 
ter starred Natalie Portman, who 
won best actress at the Oscars for 
her role in the film which revolves 
around Tchaikovsky’s Swan Lake. 
It also scooped Clint a nomination 
at the Grammy’s in 2012 for best 
score soundtrack. 

Some of his music from the film 
Requiem for a Dream is also used 
on the X factor. The piece called 
Lux Aeterna is what the judges 
walk out on stage to. 

Their latest collaboration, the 
biblical epic Noah, featuring 


awarding winning actors Russell 
Crowe and Anthony Hopkins, has 
topped the US box office. Clint’s 
score helps tell one of the world’s 
best known stories as the movie 
has just hit the UK’s stores on DVD 
and Blu-Ray. 

You would think his life was all 
glamorous parties rubbing shoul¬ 
ders with Hollywood stars but the 
51-year-old composer, who grew 
up in Pedmore, shuns the limelight 
to allow his work to speak for itself. 

Fortunate 

“I’m very fortunate in my life, I’ve 
never had any real jobs, I’ve al¬ 
ways been a musician. Being able 
to write and record your own mu¬ 
sic with great musicians is a dream 
come true,” he said. 

“I don’t really do any of the 
awards stuff. I’m already working 
on the next thing.” 

He did travel out to Iceland to 
visit the set on Noah but admitted 
he felt ‘in the way’ and left the cast 
to it while he enjoyed the trip. 

“It did help me get me into the 
mindset of the film but I think it is 
as much about trying to immerse 
yourself in the subject matter and 
there is so much out there that you 
can find for yourself as inspiration,” 
he said. 

“I didn’t really think of it in terms 
of a biblical story, instead it was 
more of an end of the world event 


so I just approached it as a post 
apocalyptic dystopia story and 
if you take it literally, God, or the 
creator as it is called in the film, is 
ending the world, which is a pretty 
scary thought. 

“The great difference with this 
film was the pressure. Every film is 
going to be different. It’s a learning 
curve all the time.” 

Clint’s said: “I first heard David 
Bowie when I was about seven or 
eight and I was just blown away by 
that. That is what I wanted to do. 
Then there was Ramones, Sex Pis¬ 
tols and The Clash.” 

The former King Edward VI Col¬ 
lege student was a member of the 
group which eventually became 
known as Pop Will Eat Itself. 

Known to fans as The Poppies, 
the band scored a string of top 40 
singles and four top 40 albums and 
were part of the ‘grebo’ scene. 

“We just stuck at it. We went on 
Top of the Pops, toured the world 
and basically spent our 20s hav¬ 
ing the best laugh and the best 
time. I wouldn’t change that for 
the world,” said Clint whose family, 
including his parents Marilyn and 
Donald, still live in the town. 

He records many of the 
soundtracks in London which af¬ 
fords him time to travel back to the 
Midlands for some home comforts. 

“I love coming back to Stour¬ 
bridge. The beer’s the best. Can’t 
beat a Bathams,” he said.

When the Poppies disbanded in 
1996, Clint moved out to America 
where he lived in New York and 
New Orleans and met Aronosky. 

He was living in LA by 2001 
when he started getting more film 
work but said: “It took me about 
three years to find my feet. But the 
thing that helped me settle was 
they tarted showing the Premier 
League over here. Then Wolves got 
promoted that year and that gave 
me a real taste of home in LA and it 
was really important to me.” 

Clint admits he does not go to 
many gigs any more but he says he 
is listening to more music than ever 
before including the new incarna¬ 
tion of Pop Will Eat Itself, who re¬ 
cently played their first home town 


concert in almost 30 years. The 
group now features one original 
member in drummer/vocalist Gra¬ 
ham Crabb. 

The original group, which re¬ 
leased five albums, briefly re¬ 
formed in 2005. The latest incar¬ 
nation started in 2011 and released 
album New Noise Designed by a 
Sadist. New members included 
vocalist Mary Byker, formerly with 
Gaye Bykers On Acid, Apollo 440 
and Pigface; guitarist Tim Mud- 
diman, who has played with Gary 
Numan; drummer Jason Bowld, 
once with Killing Joke, and bass 
player Davey Bennett. Meanwhile, 
Clint is planning some solo shows 
later this year in London and Man¬ 
chester.

Illustrious family's

RELAXING in the sun, hav¬ 
ing a picnic in the garden 
and holidaying by a riv¬ 
er - these are the candid 
personal photos of one of 
the Black Country’s most 
illustrious families.

Alice Cockin and Emily Bryant 
can be seen on holiday, beside 
lakes, on rolling hills, as well as at 
home. The pictures offer a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into the life and times 
of the rich Victorian family.

Moments, has been set up at the 
stately home, which now acts as 
the Haden Hill House Museum 
after the Haden Hill Historical So¬ 
ciety successfully bid in the region 
of £700 for the collection on auc¬ 
tion site eBay. 

Alison Hyatt, visitor services of¬ 
ficer, said: “The pictures are fasci¬ 
nating, and very important for us. 

“It’s really interesting to see 
these pictures with them being so 
informal, it shows that they spent 
a lot of their time doing the same 
things that we did, such as having 
picnics, spending time with their 
family and that sort of thing. 

“We think the pictures were 
taken somewhere around the late 
1800s or early 1900s.” 

Jane Hanney, museum services 
manager at Sandwell Council, 
said: “These are unique images as 
we have so few photographs of Mr 
Haden Best and his family but to 


see them in deck chairs and by the 
seaside is just amazing.” 

Mr Haden-Best’s family owned 
the area around the house for hun¬ 
dreds of years, and he inherited the 
estate in 1877. He built Haden Hill 
House in 1878 and lived in it with 
the two girls, who were daughters 
of local families, and his aunt, Mrs 
Barrs, who the road the house sits 
on is named after. 

In his later life, he was a busi¬ 
nessman, earning money from rent 
on properties he owned in the area, 
and also from stocks and shares he 
owned, including some in the Great 
Western Railway company. He was 
also given £55,000 compensation, 
equivalent to millions of pounds in 
today’s money, by a mining com¬ 
pany who wanted to mine under 
some of his land. 

The girls had an upper-class 
lifestyle, and while Alice married, 
Emily stayed with Mr Hayden-Best 
until his death in 1921. The house 
is open on Thursdays and Fridays 
from 10am to 5pm and weekends 
from 2-6pm. For details visit www.

AN ARTICLE in a local news¬ 
paper, The Chronicle, alerts 
plucky teenager Zoe Mar¬ 
shall to strange goings-on at 
the local safari park and oth¬ 
er bizarre occurrences in her 
Midlands town.

THE Newhampton Arts Centre in 
Whitmore Reans, Wolverhampton 
once again played host to the latest 
collection of talented acoustic musi¬ 
cians from around the Midlands under 
the banner of Baddies’ Boogie.

Bowater’s was definitely the most 
unusual act of the night. With a per¬ 
cussionist/vocalist and an electric 
guitarist, whom he never introduced, 
he produced a sound which was some¬ 
thing akin to a set produced by the 
BBC radiophonic workshop. 

The sound problems which dogged 
the night were clearly evident with the 
act finishing off, Midnight Sun, which 
is Sophie Watts from Stourbridge and 
Kidderminster’s Jack Cleaver. 

In their opener Cleaver’s guitar 
playing just blew Watts’ singing off 
the stage. It was not Cleaver’s fault, 
he is a very good guitarist. Watts has a 
standout voice but even she struggled 
to hold her own against the whacked 
up sound of Cleaver’s guitar. It was 
unfortunate really the sound was not 
right on the night because once again 
Baddies produced a bill,which reaf¬ 
firmed there is a great pool of young 
and diverse talent right here in the 
Midlands.

Roma? 

ROME, the Eternal City, has in recent years been bet¬ 
ter known as the expensive city, especially after a Black 
Country family had a costly experience at an avaricious 
ice cream parlour. 

However, if you’re just a little savvy, then there is no reason why you 
shouldn’t let your road lead to Rome for a memorable and not too pricey 


visit. Here are some handy tips if you 
rial city. 

No visit to Rome would be com¬ 
plete without a visit to The Col¬ 
osseum, perhaps Rome’s most 
awe-inspiring ancient monument. 
However, the queues to get inside 
the 2,000-year-old amphitheatre can 
be huge. A ticket gets you into three 
attractions — The Palantine Hill and 
Forum too — so get your three-in- 
one ticket at the Palantine Hill en¬ 
trance where the queues are much 
smaller and, sometimes, there are 
no queues at all. 

Dome 

Don’t miss The Pantheon. Origi¬ 
nally a temple, now a national shrine 
containing the tombs of Italian mon- 
archs and heroes, it is a huge con¬ 
crete dome that even by today’s 
standards is a remarkable feat of 
architecture. Best of all, it’s free ad¬ 
mission. The shaft of light through 
the hole at its summit can be im¬ 
pressive. 

The Vatican, a city state within 
Rome and the centre of the Roman 
Catholic Church, has one of the 
greatest collection of art treasures 
in the world and includes the Sistine 
Chapel festooned with the sublime 
Old Testament frescoes by Michel¬ 
angelo. Don’t just turn up on the day 
at the Vatican Museums, the lines 
are enormous. Buy your ticket online

before you even leave the UK and 
you will be able to jump the queues. 
Wear comfortable shoes, the mu¬ 
seums and magnificent St Peter’s, 
built on the site of St Peter’s Tomb, 
will take at least six hours to fully 
explore. However, the cafes in the 
Vatican are reasonably priced, unlike 
those in the streets leading up to it. 

The Capitoline Museum is a must- 
see if you love art and/or history with 
its extensive collection of sculp¬ 
tures including most of the Roman 
Emperors. Highlights include the 
monumental head of first Christian 
emperor Constantine and an co¬ 
lossal statue of the Emperor Mar¬ 
cus Aurelius on horseback which 
sums up the pomp and power of 
the empire. Check the concessions 
available and don’t go on a Monday, 
it’s closed. The museum restaurant 
makes some of the best pizza in 
Rome. 

Not for the squeamish, the crypt 
at Santa Maria Della Concezione 



The rooftops of the beautiful Eternal City, Rome 


features the remains of more than 
4,000 Capuchin monks, from 
cloaked skeletons to artfully ar¬ 
ranged patterns of human bones. It 
is both macabre and poignant. 

Fountain 

Photo opportunity number one is 
the baroque Trevi Fountain which 
fills a small square with tourists ea¬ 
ger to throw in the coins that guar¬ 
antee their return to Rome. Nearby, 
the Spanish Steps with its balus¬ 
trades and terraces is photo oppor¬ 
tunity number two but you will have 


to put up with flower sellers urging 
you to pose with a rose at this ro¬ 
mantic hotspot. 

You can grab a panini from one 
of the many small shops. For a sit- 
down meal, head to the historic 
Jewish ghetto for a delicious blend 
of Jewish and Italian cuisine at fair 
prices or head over the River Tib¬ 
er to Trastevere district where the 
sheer number of restaurants keeps 
prices keen. 

The official Roma Pass includes 
admission to two museums plus 
various concessions for 36 euros.

A year ago, Channel 5 brought 
us one of the most enjoyably 
bonkers fantasy sagas of the 
year. Based on the novel by Stephen 
King, Under the Dome was one of 
those glorious ‘What if?’-style 
dramas popularised in The Twilight 
Zone. 

In this case, the ‘what if?’ being: a 
hemispherical force field. It appeared 
out of nowhere and trapped the 
residents of small American town 
Chester’s Mill. Once comparisons 
with The Simpsons Movie faded, 
UDT became must-see viewing for 
viewers who don’t take their fantasy 
TV too seriously. 

It didn’t just raise questions such 
as ‘What created the dome’, or Was 
it impassable?’, but Would rain pass 
through the force field?’ and What 
happened when the food and 
resources ran out?’ 

It didn’t hurt that there was eye 
candy for both sexes, from hunky, 
shady ex-soldier Barbie (Mike Vogel) 
to flame-haired investigative reporter 
Julia Shumway (Rachel LeFevre). 

And as every good drama needs a 
larger-than-life villain, Breaking Bad 


veteran Dean Norris proved perfect 
as politician/used car dealer ‘Big Jim’ 
Rennie. 

Okay some Stephen King purists 
may have argued that it’s not as 
good as the 2009 source novel, but 
given the fact most King-inspired TV 
strands have been a let down, it 
proved more compelling than most. 

Series one of Under the Dome 
was bursting with memorable 
moments, from a cow sliced in half 
when the hemisphere first appeared, 
to the man whose pacemaker 
exploded in his chest. It was the 
show where anything could, and 
probably would happen. 

Admittedly it wasn’t perfect, but it 
kept many fans coming back for 
more week after week, and series 
two looks like it could be equally 
compelling. It picks up directly from 
where the first series left off. 

Chester’s Mill is now bathed in a 
blinding white light as the Dome 
starts to change. It becomes opaque, 
and starts emitting a regular 
electromagnetic pulse. 

Pink stars have fallen in lines as a 
result of Julia throwing the egg into 


the lake, and Barbie is awaiting 
execution on the scaffold after Big 
Jim accused him of murder. 

Of course the ongoing success of 
this series has meant Mike Vogel’s 
own star is definitely on the rise. 

“What I love about this show, it’s 
very real characters reacting to a 
very unreal event,” he explains. Mike 
is no stranger to working in Blighty 
having made a film with Jamie 
Murray called The Deaths of Ian 
Stone. If UDT’s schedule allows, he’d 
love to return to the UK for a new 
project. “I love England and I love 
English actors,” he explains. ‘There is 
a richness and a tradition in the craft 
that you get with English actors that I 
don’t see a lot with my American 
counterparts. It’s always refreshing to 
me.” 

New ‘Dome’ cast additions should 
help make this second run equally 
refreshing. 

Look out for former ER star Sherry 
Stringfield as Big Jim’s ‘late’ wife 
Pauline, while country music 
superstar Dwight Yoakam plays the 
delightfully named town barber, Lyle 
Chumley.

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What’s not 
to like in 
great value 
fast hatch 

By James Parker 


Ford’s Fiesta ST has long been the thinking 
person’s fast hatchback. This latest one is no 
exception. 

With 182PS on tap, it keeps things real and the pric¬ 
ing looks great as well. Ford has certainly put down 
a serious marker. The plushest ST3 version adds sat 
nav, keyless entry, cruise control, auto headlamps 
and wipers, power folding mirrors and electronic cli¬ 
mate control that many owners will want. 

So-called ‘warm hatches’ have often been a tricky sell. 
Why? Because there’s usually a faster version that’s more 
desirable. Warm hatches are usually bought by younger 
drivers who want the faster car but can’t afford the insurance 
bills. There is an exception. Ford’s Fiesta would appear to 
be the perfect candidate for a searing hot hatch, but in re¬ 
cent years, instead of a fire-breathing RS model, the pinna¬ 
cle of Fiesta sporting ambition has been the ST line. But the 
‘Sports Technologies’ variant has usually been a great car 
in its own right. 

Now we’ve got another Fiesta ST to compare with earli¬ 
er standard setters. Instead of the 150PS it had in previous 
generation form, it gets a heftier 182PS. Does this lift it into 
a more serious price category? Not a bit of it. Ford has kept 
the pricing keen, so much so that we suspect that some 
manufacturers of this Fiesta’s opposition are starting to feel 
more than a little worried. 

The top ST3 version we’re going to look at here costs an 
extra £1,000, but still manages to look good value against 
many obvious rivals. 

Ford has developed new chassis and suspension compo¬ 
nents to improve the ride quality and refinement of the car 
and further enhanced the Ford Electronic Power Assisted 
Steering system. 

Unique suspension and steering tuning and better Torque 
Vectoring Control (eTVC) combines with a 15mm lower ride 
height to deliver the requisite dynamic improvements over 
what is already a very good chassis. 

Ostentatious 

Ford produce the Fiesta ST in both three and five door 
guises, but there are no plans to import the five-door car to 
the UK. But when the three-door model looks this good, I 
doubt too many tears will be shed. The big front grille (which 
can look a bit ostentatious on an ordinary poverty-spec Fies¬ 
ta supermini) works well with the ST’s more extrovert body 
styling. That runs to an imposing black honeycomb trape¬ 
zoidal front grille, plus a large rear spoiler with twin air vents 
and twin exhaust. 

Colour choices including Molten Orange and Spirit Blue 
and an optional style pack adds red brake calipers and grey 
alloy wheels to pump up the aggression a bit. 

The rising beltline of the Fiesta in profile doesn’t seem to 
bode well for the rear seat passengers in this three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent legroom and headroom 
that’s manageable even for a six-footer. The windows are 
small and set high up, so light isn’t abundant in the back but 
the shopping bags, coats and road atlases that owners will 
store there most of the time won’t be overly worried. 

Standard spec for all Fiesta STs runs to 17in alloy wheels, 
a body styling kit with a chromed dual exhaust pipe, a 
Quickclear heated windscreen, front fog lights, a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm, a leather-trimmed ST steering wheel and 
gearshift knob with red stitching plus a decent quality ste¬ 
reo system incorporating a DAB digital radio. There’s also 
Ford’s clever Bluetooth/USB SYNC connectivity and the ‘My 
Key’ system via which you can tailor the systems of the car 
to your own settings communicated to it via the ignition key. 

The whole point of sporty Fiestas has been to offer a 
generous slice of fun coupled with modest running costs. 
It was always thus with the old XR2 and it continues with 
this generation ST. Even with 182PS on tap, you’ll still see 
47.9mpg on the combined cycle with emissions pegged at 
a very reasonable 138g/km. That compares well with cars 
like the 208 GTI, which manages 139g/km and the Fabia 
vRS at 148g/km. 

It’s hard to see how Ford could have done a lot better with 
the Fiesta ST. Warm hatches are usually a difficult thing to 
position as there will always be that nagging feeling that if 
you just saved a little more, you could be in something more 
exciting, but the ST has long stood up very well as a model 
in its own right. 

With 182PS on tap translating into a sprint to 62mph of 
just 6.9 seconds, this Fiesta is quicker than many of the 
proper hot hatches of not so very long ago. It’ll most certain¬ 
ly out-handle some fairly illustrious names as well. 

An integral part of bringing a warm hatch to market is 
managing costs and it’s here that the Ford really plays its 
trump card. It gets 47.9mpg on the combined fuel economy 
cycle and emissions are rated at just 138g/km - but the big¬ 
gest draw is certain to be the price tag. 

At just £17,000, the base model is very tempting and even 
in the £19,000 ST3 guise we’ve looked at here, it still strong¬ 
ly pays the value card.

The MG3 was designed with the intention of 
being fun to drive, the chassis having been 
subjected to many thousands of miles of 
testing on European roads. 

The first cars offered to journalists to drive in China 
were rather harshly sprung but MG promised to fit 
springs and dampers that offered a more supple feel 
for UK roads. 

The engine is a 1.5-litre 106PS four-cylinder unit that nat¬ 
urally drives the front wheels. There’s nothing revolutionary 
about the suspension which is fairly standard set-up with 
MacPherson struts up front and a torsion beam at the rear. 
You also get a drive-by-wire braking system and an electri¬ 
cally-assisted power steering set-up. 

The exterior styling looks quite smart, if maybe a little su¬ 
permini-generic in a way that could have been produced 
from one of many manufacturers in this sector if you cov¬ 
ered the badges over. Still, because the MG3 looks to un¬ 
dercut many of the established names, this rather blended 
styling is perhaps to its credit. 


It continues the design theme introduced on the MG Zero 
concept vehicle and the company claims it’s “a distinctive 
statement of modern British style designed to target young 
and style-conscious buyers”. Make of that what you will. 

The interior will come as a welcome relief to anybody 
who’s a bit baffled by the complexity and deep technology 
of many modern superminis. Climb out of a Peugeot 208, 
with its self-parking system and tablet computer-style cen¬ 
tral infotainment system and, without being unduly blunt, 
it’s very different. Still, the MG3 is tidy inside with seats that 
look and feel very Volkswagen. 

There are a few white touches around the stereo, on the 
steering wheel, the door pulls, handbrake and gear lever 
but aside from that, everything is uniformly grey. Sit in the 
back seats and you’ll find the front seats are sculpted to 
improve leg room, while the rear headroom is genuinely 
impressive. 

Prices start at under £8,500, getting you this supermi¬ 
ni-sized car for less than the kind of money you’d pay for a 
little citycar. All models get signature front LED lights and a 
hill holder clutch as standard, with all but the entry model 
featuring a high quality DAB audio system.

Mokka - a practical choice 


By James Parker 

Mokka buyers are people likely 
to be enthusiasts for life rather 
than for cars. So they may not 
care that this car isn’t quite as 
sharp and wieldy as a rival Nis¬ 
san Juke, nor does it have the 
‘big SUV’ polish of a compara¬ 
ble Skoda Yeti. Instead, there’s 
a potentially pleasing compro¬ 
mise between the two. 

Under the bonnet, there are three 
main engine options, the most af¬ 
fordable, as ever, being the least 
desirable of the trio, the 2WD-only 
115PS petrol 1.6-litre variant which, 
with only 155Nm of torque, needs to 
be rowed along a little with the gear 



lever - a stick that only offers you five 
speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mok¬ 
ka we tried, the 140PS 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty 
is just 9.4s away enroute to 118mph, so it’s 
usefully more rapid, and there’s a healthier 
200Nm of torque. Despite all this and the 
standard inclusion of 4WD, the provision of 
a 6-speed gearbox and more modern me¬ 
chanicals mean that this pokier 1.4 is ac¬ 
tually cheaper to run than the feebler 1.6. 

The most practical engine choice though 
is the one most buyers will probably select, 
the 130PS 1.7-litre CDTi diesel capable of 
a top speed of around 116mph and rest to 
sixty in around 10s. 

Pulling 

You get all the main mechanical choices 
with this unit - so you can specify your car 
with 6-speed manual or automatic trans¬ 
mission and with or without 4WD. Perhaps 
more importantly, you get a lot more pull¬ 
ing power - 300Nm in all. Every Mokka is 
theoretically capable of towing a braked 
trailer of up to 1200kg in weight, but this 
diesel variant is the only one that’ll take 
such a task in its stride. 

Under the skin are the underpinnings of 
a supermini - more specifically, the Chev¬ 
rolet Aveo, mechanicals Chevrolet has also 
used in its Trax small lifestyle Crossover 
that’s one of this Vauxhall’s sharpest rivals. 
In the back, the rear seats benefit from wide 
opening doors that simplify the fitment of a 
child seat, though that sharply rising waist¬ 
line might restrict the view out for smaller 
occupants. As for luggage room, well, 
there’s no high boot lip to negotiate and 
beyond it lies 356-litres of space .

So, this Mokka’s a small, trendily-styled 
five-door little SUV/Crossover isn’t it? Well 
yes. So it’ll be priced directly against the 
other car we tend of think of in this market 
sector, Nissan’s Juke, won’t it? Well, no. 
Vauxhall points out - correctly - that their 
car is a significantly larger thing - hence 
the price span for the range that lies in the 
£16,000 to £24,000 bracket. To put that into 
perspective for you, that means you’ll be 
paying a price premium of around £2,500 
for this Mokka over an equivalent Juke. 

Perhaps the most telling comparisons 
come when you begin to stack this Mokka 


up against something more conventional. 
Why, for example, would you buy a con¬ 
ventional 1.6-litre petrol-powered Vauxhall 
Astra hatchback when a Mokka with the 
same engine would save you £1,500 and 
offer more luggage space? 

If, having considered all of this, you de¬ 
cide that it is indeed a Mokka that you ac¬ 
tually want, then you’ll be pleased to find 
that whichever of the five-door models you 
choose - 1.6-litre petrol 2WD, 1.4-litre pet¬ 
rol turbo 4WD or the 1.7-litre 130PS CDTI 
diesel in either drive configuration - it’ll 
come well equipped.
